Whereas a sub-committee of the peni-
tentiary investigating committee, duly
appointed by the chairman thereof, visited
and inspected the coal mhes near Calvert,

Whereas sald committee made a thor-
ough personal inspection of the condition
existing in and about said mines and
from their personal inspection and from
testimony of ofecers in charge of said
camps and convicts working in said mines
they found the following conditions: That |
practically all the men in going to and from
their dally work in the mines are forced
to walk through nud and water, thereby
wetting their feet, in which conditions they
are forced to work during the day. They
found that some of the men were required
to work in water, mud and slush from
shoe mouth to half leg deep and do their
daily task mining seven tons of coal, which
mud and water appears to alfect in various
ways the physical condition not only of the
feet but of the entire physical person of
the men thus subjected. They found that
the convicts upon coming out of the mines
at night were not furnished with dry shoes,
necessitating their going with wet feet
to the mine prison building and remaining |
in that condition until such time as they ;
could remove their shoes aflter the supper '
meal. They found that the clothe: worn in |
the mines during the day and changed at |
night were usnally wet, and the cornmitiee
was informed that in the winter time some
were frozen and that the convicts put them
on in that condition on the following morn-
ing, in which condition men were forced
to pursue their labors. They found several
under the age of 21 years, yel lacking the
full developmeut of manhood required to
do the dally tAsk of seven tons, They found
from facts and from hospital records, kept
under the direction of the camp physician,
that their employment in said mines is very
hazardous and very unhealthy; and

Whereas we helieve that the State of
Texas has no moral or legal right to force
men convicted of violationof the law to labor
under such conditions; therefore be it

Resolved, That we urge the Governor of
the State of Texas, the Board of Penitentiary |
Commissioners and Superintendent of Peni-
tentiaries to cancel the contract with the
Southwestern Fuel and ManufacturingCom-
pany, to take effect not later than Novembher
15, 1900, and sooner if possible.

A second boal,
in which was the body of Theodore Reid,
4 steerage passenger from Glasgow, was
picked up floating at Salmon River, not
far from Digby.

The finding of these lifeboats practi-
cally dispels the hopes that some of the
men who put off ffomm the Hestia soon
after she hit the rocks of Old Proprietor's
Ledge may have been picked up by a
passing vessel.

Because
of the poor communication between here
and Grand Manan Island it has been im-
possible to ascertain from the six survivors
just how many lifeboats were lowered,
but it is believed that only two left the
Hestia, and that they are the ones cast
up on the Nova Scotia shore to-day, just
across the bay of Fundy from Grand
Manan.
